More than 1 550 American w ar 
planes renewed direct support of 
the Red Arm y today, sm ashing 
again a t Dresden and Cottbus, 
strategic transport center just 12 
miles west of the Red Army spear­ 
heads a t Forst. It was the closest 
support action yet given to the 
Red Arm y by the U. S. S trategic 
Air Forces. 
Both Nazi and Soviet report! 
indicated th a t Marshal Ivan S. 
Konev’s arm y was running ram ­ 
pant in a lightning drive laying 
open the flanks of the Germ an de­ 
fenses before Berlin and Dresden, 
the Saxony capital which has been 
staggered by Anglo-American aer­ 
ial onslaughts 
A Germ an m ilitary spokesm an 
' reported th at the Russians had 
advanced to points northwest and 
southwest of Forst. on the w est 
bank of the Neisse. The admission 
indicated a m ajor break-through 
the Neiaee line and the planting of 
Soviet spearheads about 60 miles 
from both Berlin and Dresden in 
that sector. 
.Nearing Dresden 
Moscow advices said th at south 
of Forst the Russians were storm ­ 
ing the Neisse river line before 
Saxony,

COLUMBIA, S. C., Feb. 1 5 - 
Sheriff T. Alex Hetse said a m ur­ 
der charge would be filed today 
against Lt. Samuel C. Fpea, 27,

when she came here to say good­ 
bye before he went overseas. 
Mary Lee Kpes, 26, a graduate 
of William and Mary college, was 
to have returned to her classroom 
a t Jacksonville, Fla., today. The 
schoolboard gave her a brief leave 
of absence. Instead her body will 
be sent to A tlanta for burial. 
Epes told 
officials th at 
four 
days after he buried his wife, he 
returned at night and improved 
the camouflage above her grave 
by posting a stolen arm y sign 
which said 
“latrine closed/’ 
Epes, weak from loss of blood 
in a suicide attem pt, led officers 
to the grave yesterday. 
Deputy sheriffs said Epes con­ 
fessed the slaying at the Fort 
Jackson hospital where he was In 
custody of Army officers. 
(Vinfeniion Denied 
The army, a few hours later, 
however, sent civilian officials a 
signed statem ent by Fpea in which 
he denied the slaying. 
“I did not m urder my wife,” the 
statem ent begsn. It ended by say­ 
ing “I am not doing this to allev­ 
iate any punishm ent for myself, 
but I’m trying to save my family 
and m y wife’s fam ily any blame

don't rare what happens to me." 
Drave Revealed 
The statem ent added to the con 
fusion that besan on Jan 29 when 
the young lieutenant reported to 
police that his wife had disappear 
e l on a shopping trip.

his wsfe January 27. Two days 
later he reported her missing and 
asked help In finding her. In his 
statem ent to Army officials in 
which he claimed she died from an 
j overdose of sedatives, Epes was 
quoted as saying in p art: 
“Mary Lee was ill and upset. 
She had in her possession sodium 
seconal th at had been given her 
for relief purposes by an Army 
medical officer. 
"I inds W ifs Dead” 
“We came home Saturday night 
(January 271 a t 10:30. We had a 


couple of drinks but were not in­ 
toxicated. Mary Lee took a couple 
of the capsules and later in the 
evening she took aboiit IO more. 
“When I found her, her pulse 
had stopped. 
. . . I was panic 
stricken. "I didn’t know w hat to 
do- and almost w ent out of my 
head. 
“I took my wife’s body about 
a mile beyond the fort and buried 
her.” 
Deputy sheriffs, still without a 
motive in the slaying, said Epes 
killed his wife in their room, put 
her body in the rear trunk of 
their automobile, and drove to the 
m aneuver ground, 50 feet off the 
Leesburg road, south of Columbia.
